SECTIOX 1. .Section 1 of Chapter !>0 of 


the Public Statutes is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: — 


' 'SECTION- 1. 
'f'he Town Council of any 


town may grant licenses to suitable per- 
sons, residents of the state, under si.cl 
conditions ami regulations as they1 ma 
think proper, to carry on the business o 
pawnbrokers within their respective town 
for the term of one year at the place des 
ignated therein, and every licenes so grant 
cd shall designate the place where slid 
business shall be carried on, andthecarryinj, 
on of such business iu an}' other place 
than that dpsignaled therein, whether In 
the person named therein or by any oilier 
person, shall be deemed to be without 
license, and shall bo punished according- 
ly ; and every person taking such license 
shall pay to tho Town Treasurer a sum 
not less tlmu fifty dollars, to be fixed by 
the Town Council, and notwithstanding 
anything herein or iu this Chapter here- 
inafter contained, any license so granted 
may bo revoked and annulled by said 
Town Council at any lime without'affect- 
ing any liability under the bonds herein- 
after provided to bo given, and without 
any claim for the money, or any part 
thereof, paid for said license. Before any 
license shall be issued under tho provi- 
sions of this Chapter, the person apply, 
ing therefor shall give bond to the Town or

LIFR SAVING 
SERVICE. 


There Imve been many complaints of 


want of proper compensation for the 
oftiners and men engaged in tho life 
saving service. 
Congress has now taken 


action ou the subject and has just passed 
an important bill remedying the defects. 
Its chief features consist in advancing the 
pay of station-keepers and establishing a 
.sort of pension system. The keepers 
have been paid bnt $-100 a year, nnd it 
was foiiud impossible, to keep the host 
men at tlmt figure; but the new law pro- 
vides that the Secretary of tho Treasury 
slmll*fl\- the pay in eaiih wise, with 8800 
as a limit. And if any keeper or snrfnmu 
in the service is disabled while working 
in tlm lino of duty lie in to be paid regu- 
lar wages for a time thereafter not to ex- 
ceed two yen.™, nnd if killed, his family 
is to be paid for two yeard. This gives 
immediate aid to sulferers aud avoids tho 
trouble mid expense of tho pension eluim 
operation. 
The more important of tho 


new stations asked for are also established, 
and one section of the bill directs explicit- 
ly that keepers aud surf men slmll be ap- 
pointed without regard to politics.

SIXTH DA IT—AWKItNOON. 


Tho court came in Monday afternoon 


at three o'clock. Present Chief Justice 
Durfoe. 


The lirnt petit jury was at once called 


to the panel, with AVilliam I*. Macomber, 
of Portsmouth, !is foreman, for tho trial 
of the case No. 12(11 of Iho civil docket, 
J. Manchester Hayues, of Maine, vs. 
Isaac Clark, of Newport. 


Thiri IK an action growing out of an ico 


contract made between Ihe parties in tho 
Riimuiorol 18SO, under which the plaintiff 
delivered Ihe dofoudnnl a cargo of HOIIIU 
31H tons of ice at $3.50 per ton, und re- 
fused to deliver any more until that al- 
ready delivered was paid for, and that 
this was the plainlitV'ri understanding of 
the contract—and denies (he defendant's 
construction of the contract altogether. 


The defendant sets up A contract at tho 


price above named by which the plain- 
tiff was to deliver to (he defendant any- 
where from 1500 to 2000 tons of ico and , 
claims an ofl'set iu damages against the 
plaintiffs claim for the cargo delivered 
(some $1097 worth,) from tho fact that 
the defendant was crippled and dam- 
aged in his business and had (o purchase 
ice elsewhere at an advanced price to 
simply his customers.
